Rabbi Zelizer 
Speaks at Church

The highTghts of Jewish relig­ 
ion. life and history were present­ 
ed to a gathering of more than 50 
people at the First Piesbyterian 
Church, Monday night. 
Speak,ng to the group wa* Rab­ 
bi Nathan Zelizer, of Columbus. 
The members of the Gradate 
and Beta Sigma sororities and the 
Leadership Training Class of the 
church 
listened 
attentively 
for 
more than two hours as Rabbi 
Zehrer explained his: religion and 
answered questions put to him. 
After explaining 
the 
three 
branches of 
the Jewish religion 
reform, conservative and orthodox, 
Rabbi Zelizer described the func­ 
tioning of his conservative syna­ 
gogue in Columbus. 
In Judaism, he explained, there 
is a close 
tie between the home 
and the synagogue. Af an example 
he pointed out the custom of Jews 
coming to the synagogue every 
year on the anniversary of 
the 
death of a kin relationship to re­ 
cite certain prayers 


Tradition* Illustrated 
Displaying 
several 
item? 
he 
brought along with 
him, Rabbi 
Zeiizer also described the tradi­ 
tional Jew ish household and home 
life. 
As to the many Jewish customs 
and 
traditions, the 
Rabbi said 
that they have acted as a binding 
force to the Jews throughout the 
ages 
“ Many of them 
had a by genic 
origin,” he 
said The 
abstinence 
from eating pork was given a re­ 
ligious sanction in Biblical time- to 
preserve 
the healtn of the Jews 
in the Holy Land, lie explained. 
“Today,” 
he said, “ the 
hygenic 
reason no longer 
exists, but the 
custom is still practiced 
in order 
to remind the Jews en their heri­ 
tage'.'’ 
Reading excerpt* 
from Jewish 
prayers taken from the Old Testa­ 
ment, Rabbi Zelizer brought 
out 
some of the basic precepts of his 
religion 
“ The first of them,” he explain­ 
ed, “ is that God is one, and that 
man is made in the imag** of God 
and is therefore also one ” 


'Religion of Ideas 
He 
also said that the 
Jew l h 
religion was a religion of "ideas 
and not men ’’ 
In 
the question 
and 
answer 
period, Rabbi Zelizer 
was asked 
the reason for the 
persecution of 
the Jews throughout the age*. 
He said that 
there were many 
factors 
involved, 
but that 
the 
b «ic reason wa. th. rewon for all j " 
hate. “ When we see someone dif­ 
ferent from ourselves 
and we do 
not get to know 
and understand 
them," he said, "any reason can be 
fabricated 
to whip up 
hatred " 
“ This is true of Jew' and Gentile 
alike,” he said. 
Such 
misconceptions 
as 
"all 
Jews are bankers” are errors of 
stereotyping, he said He explain­ 
ed that in this case, only a half of 
one percent of the banker;* in this 
country are Jew: He said that if 
the number of Jewish 
bankers 
were proportionate to the number j ( 
of Jews in the total population that 
the percentage would 
have to be 
three percent. 
A* an example of what unum - 
standing 
will 
do, Rabbi Zelizer 
told of his experience with the 
G I’s who went into Japan.

can be fined $100 or jailed for 60 
days, or both. For giving false in­ 
formation, you can be jailed for: 
one year or fined $500, or both. 
If the census-taker or anyone; 
else reveals the information you J 
give, ifs a felony and he can be 
fined $1,000 or jailed for two years 
or both. 
And,

say, the bureau cannot reveal in­ 
formation about you to any other 
government agency, such as the

Bureau which collects taxes. 
This same question about income

Then, if your income was over 
$5,000 you could say simply “ over 
$5,000’’ and give no exact amount

In 1950, if your incojne is ox ii 
$10,000, you can say “ over $10,000’’ 
but if ifs less, you’re expected to 
say exactly how much.
